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EQUESTRIAN TEAM THREE DAY EVENT 





Undoubtedly the outstanding development in the horse show 
picture during the last few years has been the increase in interest in 
the Three Day Event. Because civilians are now responsible for form- 
ing and sending a United States Equestrian Team to the Olympic 
Games, proficiency in this event (which is one of the three required) 
has become a necessity. Just as important is the popularity of the 
event itself. As the “complete test” of horse and rider it provides 
not only a challenge, but also great variety and a welcome contrast to 
the standard horse show routine. 

In consequence, as an adjunct to horse shows and as a separate 
competition, Three Day Events, both modified and of Olympic calibre, 
are being held throughout the country in steadily increasing numbers. 
All of them lead up to the Official Three Day Trials which will be 
held by the U. S. Equestrian Team, Inc. at Nashville, Tennessee on 
September 4th, 5th and 6th, to select a team to represent this 
country at the Pan American Games in Mexico next March. 

From the office of this organization at Warrenton, Virginia there 
have recently been issued entry forms, a statement as to details, and 
specifications for the event. The Trials will follow exactly the pro- 
gram of the official Three Day Event of the F.E.I. (International 
Equestrian Federation) which will be held this summer at Basel, 
Switzerland. A new departure in this program is that for the first 
time women riders will be admitted to competition. Women are con- 
sequently invited to compete in the Nashville trials. It is confidently 
expected that they will later be invited by the F.E.I. to compete in the 
Pan American Games and in the 1956 Olympics at Stockholm, Swed- 
en. 

The Nashville specifications for the Jumping Test and for the 
Endurance Test follow long established lines which correspond close- 
ly to standard horse show competition and cross-country riding in this 
country. The Endurance Test, comprising roads and trails, steeple- 
chase, cross country and final run-in phases, requires only a bold horse 
willing to face natural obstacles some of which may be unfamiliar to 
him. 

It is the Dressage Test which ordinarily fills the hearts of pros- 
pective contestants with terror, since dressage is a branch which is 
only just beginning to take hold in this country. An examination of the 
specifications for the Nashville Dressage Test should allay the fears 
of those qualified in other respects, however. The movements outlined 
constitute what might also be described as a precision ride. Of the 42 
movements listed only 3—a 6 meter circle at extended canter and ex- 
tended trot both rising and sitting—require any marked collection. 
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The other movements are at the 
ordinary gaits. Emphasis is placed 
on executing these movements 
with the greatest precision within 
the 60 x 20 meter arena and be- 
tween the 17 points marked on 
that arena. 

For the benefit of competitors 
who may wish to avail themselves 
of specialized dressage training 
under qualified instructors the 
U. 8. Equestrian Team, Inc. is set- 
ting up schools which may be at- 
tended at no cost other than stab- 
ling and maintenance, These will 
be in charge of Captain Robert J. 
Borg at Fort Riley, F:ansas; of 


Major Jonathan D. Burton at 
Nashville, Tennessee; and of 
Richard D. Collins at Pebble 


Beach, California. The same or- 
ganization has also been able to 
bring together talented riders 
without a mount and owners of 
suitable horses. 

All in all everything is being 
done to enable this country to 
assemble a strong equestrian 
team. It is now up to riders, own- 
ers and the general public to give 
every support to that object.

Culver’s Cavalry Unit 








Dear Sir:

I would like to state at this point 
that although other military academies 
in the United States offer the equestrian 
sports ‘to their students, Culver is the 
only one which still retains an organized 
Cavalry unit, which is composed of over 
two-hundred men and horses. 

I should also like to take issue with 
Mrs. Bess Hofler in her “letter to the 
Nditor’, also in the May 21st. issue of 
The Chronicle. It seeems as though she 
was a bit distressed over seeing her first 
A. H. S. A. Dressage test B. For Mrs. 
Hofler’s information, the serpentine, two- 
track, and traverse are included in the 
dressage test to be used at the National 
Three Day Event trials in Nashville, on 
September 4-6. In regard to Mrs. Hof- 
ler’s statement concerning the use of 
the snaffle, I can only advise her to con- 
sult the rules governing the A. H. S. A. 
Dressage test B and she will find that 
it states, the test may be performed with 
either the snaffle or full bridle.

The racing writers of America should 
address a memorandum of protest to 
Mr. Andy J. Crevolin. He owns a little 
gray colt named Determine which knock- 
ed off everything on the West Coast and 
then came east to bag the Kentucky Der- 
by trophy. After that, Mr. Crevolin cashed 
his mutuels tickets and went back to 
California. Had he stayed on the At- 
lantic side of the continent everything 
might have been straightened out by now 
and we could settle down to the worship 
of one three-year-old. 

As it stands, a Turf correspondent de- 
votes half his story to the race and the 
other half to explaining why the favor- 
ite didn’t run according to pre-race not- 
ices. Some amazing equine psycho- 
analyses have resulted. I can recall no 
previous season when we learned so 
much about what was going on in a 
horse’s mind. Few favorites have been 
licked because they weren’t good enough. 
They’re just a bunch of schizophrenes— 
devastating when they wish to be, abo- 
minable when the alter ego asserts it- 
self. 

Psychiatrist Harry Trotsek seems to 
have worked out a cure for his patient, 
Hasty Road. This case was particularly 
baffling. Symptoms first showed in late 
September and October of last season. 
The colt had performed in championship 
style over tracks in the Chicago area, 
but when tried on the Widener Course at 
Belmont Park, allergies broke out all 
over him. Though many humans are 
affected the same way by events on the 
Belmont straightaway, the colt’s condi- 
tion was diagnosed promptly by New 
York specialists: “Western form doesn’t 
hold up in the Big Apple,” they conclud- 
ed, and began freshening up their en- 
comiums for Porterhouse. 

Sent to Kentucky, Hasty Road seemed 
completely cured—the limestone in the 
water, maybe—and won the Breeders’ 
Futurity and the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. 

Early in 1954, he again began to show 
signs of inner conflict. In superior con- 
dition, physically, he was allowing him- 
self to be beaten by horses that know- 
ledgeable authorities declared “he shud- 
da ran away and hid from.” 

Doctor Trotsek was disturbed, but not 
defeated. He did not go along with the 
theory that the colt liked the soft booing 
sound made by stricken favorite-players 
and was getting licked on purpose, just 
so he could enjoy this strange music. 
After a long couch session, the Doctor 
came out smiling. “Blinkers he wants 
declared the practitioner. 


Blinkers he got, and he defeated De- 
termine in the Derby Trial; but a few 
days later Determine reversed the order 
of finish when the prize was $100,000. 
Then he lost the Preakness Prep to 
Correlation. 


Again, Doctor Trotsek searched the 
mind of his patient; again, he came out 
smiling, this time convinced that he had 
broken through all mental obstructions 
and dug out the last lump of aberration. 
“He wants a hole in his right blinker 
cup,” Trotsek revealed, and gave it to 
him. 

How a horse—generally regarded as a 
dumb animal—could pass along so com- 
plex a message to a human, is more than 
one generally regarded as a dumb mortal 
can understand; but that’s what makes a 
great trainer. 

With a hole in the right blinker cup, 
Hasty Road won the Preakness, and now 
holds as good a claim as any on the 
championship of the Atlantic Coast lea- 
gue. 

Doctor Noble Threewitt, who has been 
treating Correlation, has a tough case. 

His patient registered smashing victor- 
ies in the Florida Derby and in the Wood 
Memorial, then developed a penchant for 
trying to get into the infield. It may 
be that in the deep abyss of his thinking 
an equine Lorelei beckons from the 
greensward. Doctor Threewitt has been 
endeavoring to combat this inclination 
with an elaborate mouthful of hardware 
in the shape of a run-out bit. This is 
like hunting wapiti with a BB gun, if 
it really is a siren that Correlation thinks 
he sees. 

After Porterhouse finished next to last 
in the Peter Pan Handicap, his case, also, 
was diagnosed as “mental.” He sulked, 
the report is, and had been a bit moody 
in a recent workout. Dr. C. Whittingham, 
Porterhouse’s trainer, is said to be study- 
ing case histories in an effort to find 
the key to his charge’s distemper. 

While all these champions are fighting 
battles inside themselves, little, old, un- 
imaginative, uninhibited Determine goes 
right on winning; but he’d better win 
one in New York if he wants to get an 
award at the end of the year. 


Belmont Park 

The Peter Pan Handicap, 14th run- 
ning, 3-year-olds, 1 1/8 miles, (June 5). 
With no wins in 6 starts this season, High 
Gun wasn’t considered much of a threat 
to the likes of Porterhouse and Fisher- 
man. For the first seven furlongs of the 
Peter Pan nothing happened to alter 
this opinion. In the last three-sixteenths 
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he uncorked a drive that caught Fisher- 
man in the stretch and left him three 
lengths behind at the end. 

At the break, Jet Action took the lead 
with Fisherman, Prince Hill and Porter- 
house not far behind. High Gun was 
chasing the entire field. These posi- 
tions obtained until the horses were curv- 
ing for home. Then Jet Action sudden- 
ly tired and Diving Board moved past 
Porterhouse and Prince Hill. Porterhouse 
fell back as High Gun zipped past on his 
way to the money. When the dust clear- 
ed, the results board showed that Fisher- 
man had held on for second place, while 
Diving Board was third and Prince Hill 
was fourth. 

High Gun, owned by King Ranch and 
bred by K. M. & W. P. Little and C. C. 
Boshamer, earned $27,050 in the race. 
This makes his season’s total $47,850. 
Besides the victory he has 2 seconds and 
3 thirds. Last year, he started 3 times 
and won 2 races and $7,475. King Ranch 
bought the colt for $10,200 at the Keene- 
land Sales of 1952. 

Max Hirsch trains the King Ranch 
horses. Eric Guerin had the winning 
mount in the Peter Pan.

The Suburban Handicap, 68th running, 
3-year-olds and up, 1% miles (May 31). 
With Native Dancer sidelined by a 
bothersome hoof, some interest was re- 
moved from the Suburban Handicap. 
Only 56,736 paying witnesses were on 
hand for the Memorial Day feature. 

Straight Face gave them a good show. 
The Greentree gelding didn’t bounce out 
on top as he did when winning the Dixie 
and managing second place to Native 
Dancer in the Metropolitan; he was “out- 
run” early. 

Count Cain had the most speed from 
the gate, but Armageddon went along 
with him. With half a mile to go, Ar- 
mageddon moved into the lead. Count 
Cain, Impasse, Mandingo and Bassanio 
were not far behind, and Find was next 
in line. 

Mandingo took over in the next quar- 
ter and was three lengths on top at the 
stretch. Straight Face had advanced to 
second place at this point and Bassanio 
was third. Impasse was fourth, and 
Royal Vale, coming. from far back, was 
in fifth position. 

Straight Face quickly went into the 
lead and drew out to be 4% lengths 
ahead of Bassanio at the wire. Mandingo 
was three-quarters of a length behind 
the second horse, and 134 ahead of Royal 
Vale. Find finished ninth. 

Straight Face was the public choice. 
He earned $44,400, which brought his 
income for the year to $83,900. He has 
won 4 and been second once in 9 starts. 
Last year, he had 2 wins and a second 
in 5 tries, earning $126,040. He won the 
Flamingo and was second in the Blue 
Grass Stakes of 1953. 

By Count Fleet—Expression, by The 
Porter, the four-year-old was bred by 
Greentree. John Gaver trains him and 
Ted Atkinson had the mount in the 
Suburban. 

Delaware Park 

The Kent, 17th running, 3-year-olds, 
1, miles (June 5). The allowance con- 
ditions under which the Kent is run gave 
War of Roses 123 pounds, because he 
had won a race worth $25,000. Cheva- 
tion got in under 108, as he had taken 
but two races and neither was worth 
$3000. 

The light-impost horse ran a remark- 
able race and must have provided a grand 
thrill for his owner Mr. William duPont, 
Jr.—one of the investors who doesn’t 
make anything out of non-profit Dela- 
ware Park. 

Trailing the bulky 14horse field during 
the early furlongs, Chevation suddenly 
came to life and passed eleven horses in 
half a mile. He passed two more in the 
last eighth and won by two lengths. Full 
Flight, which was well placed most of 
the way and in front for a quarter of a 
mile, was second, five lengths in advance 
of War of Roses. Buttevant was another 
length back in fourth place. 

I Geegee went off winging and led for 
five-eighths of a mile but tired badly 
and ended up eleventh. 

Chevation, by *Alibhai—Fairy Chant, 
by Chance Shot, runs in the colors of 
Mr. duPont’s Foxcatcher Farm, and was 
bred by his owner. He now shows 2 
wins in 5 races this season. The Kent 
purse of $24,900 gives him a total of 
$27,700 for 54. He ran 4 times and won 
1 race and $2600 last year. 

R. C. Handlen trains for Foxcatcher. 
Chevation was ridden by William Pass- 
more. 


The Brandywine Handicap, 17th run- 
ning, 3-year-olds and upward, 1,3 miles 
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(May 31). C. V. Whitney delivered a one- 
two punch in the Brandywine and bro- 
ught off a win. Flywheel set the pace for 
a half mile; then Cold Command came 
on to overpower Brookmeade’s First Aid, 
which had run too fast for six furlongs. 

Cold Command won by a neck, while 
First Aid took the second spot by six 
lengths over Better Good, which led 
Buck’n Gee by one. 

Cold Command was racking up his 
second victory in 7 trips around the 
course this year. He has been third 
twice. The $17,375 he dragged down 
in the Brandywine gave him a ’54 total 
of $24,965. 

The son of War Admiral, out of *Mah- 
moud’s daughter, Monsoon, wen _ the 
Blackstock and Westchester Handicaps 
and 3 other races last year. He was sec- 
ond twice and third 3 times, earning 
$87,150. 

Sylvester Veitch trains the five-year- 
old horse. Dave Gorman rode him in the 
Brandywine. 


Garden State Park 

The Colonial Handicap, 13th running, 
3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 6 
furlongs (May 31). Fifteen female Thor- 
oughbreds came out for the three-quar- 
ter-mile Colonial and the money horses 
were the ones that got clear at the start. 
Speedy Wave showed in front at the 
break, but Lillal quickly took over and 
never was headed. She was ridden out 
by Ken Church to have a three-length 
advantage over Emardee at the wire. 
Speedy Wave was third, two lengths be- 
fore Stepper Upper. 

The winner, a four-year-old filly by 
Alorter, from the *Epinard mare, Lillian 
Uhl, brought ‘in $25,900 for her owner, 
W. L. Jones, Jr. She was bred by Tom 
Piatt. 

Lightly raced, Lillal was making her 
third start of the year. She was second 
in both previous races. Her ’54 total 
stands at $27,700. She raced 3 times in 
1953, winning 1 race and running second 
twice. Her earnings amounted to $7500. 
W. Doyle trains the filly. 


Suffolk Downs 

The Tomasello Handicap, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1/8 miles (May 31). The Toma- 
sello is another of those overnight handi- 
caps that are popular with New England 
conditions book authors. It is endowed 
with a $10,000 purse, of which $5,500 
goes to the winner. In this year’s run- 
ning, Larry Ellis took the booty with a 
neck score over Wise Margin. Andre 
was three-quarters of a length farther 
back and a head before News Again, 
which finished fourth. 

Larry Ellis, by Easy Mon—War Cloth, 
by Man o’War, shows 4 wins and 1 third 
in 6 1954 starts. His earnings total $18, 
425. 

Last season, when the gelding was five 
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years old, he was out 20 times and earn- 
ed $31,775 with 2 wins 5 seconds and 5 
thirds. His only “name” race win was in 
the Paul Revere Purse. 

Larry Ellis belongs to Mr. and Mrs. 
J. P. Lingle and Mr. Lingle trains. D. M. 
Davis bred him. 

Darrell Madden was aboard for 
Tomasello.

Rockingham Park 

The Memorial Day Purse, 3-year-olds 
and up, 6 furlongs (May 31). Suffolk 
Downs’ closing day was opening day at 
Rockingham. The Memorial Day Purse 
went to Soldier Son, high-weight in the 
field of ten. Algasir, Rush Prince and 
Charleston followed the winner home in 
that order. 

The purse of $4500 brought Soldier Son 
to $13,375 for the season. He has won 
3, been second once and third once in 
5 starts. In ’53, he raced 20 times, won 
5 races, was second in 5 and third in 4, 
earning $19,825. 

The five-year-old horse is by Montgom- 
ery—lIrish Lassie II, by Finglas, and was 
bred in Ireland by F. D. Daly. Trained 
by E. Anspach, he is owned by Irving 
Gushen. 

A. DeSpirito rode Soldier Son in the 
Memorial Day feature. 


The White Mountain Handicap, 3-year- 
olds and up, 14; miles (June 5). Larry 
Ellis, which closed out the Suffolk meet- 
ing with a score, picked up another $4500 
by winning the White Mountain Handi- 
cap at Rockingham. The favored Soldier 
Son, after rushing into a long lead early, 
tired and finished fifth. 

Park Dandy, Andre and News Again, 
were second third and fourth as named.

* Erin’s Cottage Wins Conn. Cup 





Trainer M. G. Walsh Saddles Four Winners 
Mutuel Pool Reaches New Sum of $50,517 





The final meeting of the eastern hunt 
meeting circuit was the Adjacent Hunts 
Race Meeting held at the Blind Brook 
Polo Club Grounds on May 29. The one 
meeting which has mutuels followed the 
current trend—the total mutuel pool 
climbing up to $50,517, whereas last year 
the amount was $37,848. 

At the Rose Tree meeting the previous 
Saturday there was some speculation as 
to whether there would be enough tim- 
ber horses to make up a field for the 
16th running of The Connecticut Cup, 
at about 3 miles. However, at post time 
there were 6 lined up before Starter 
Harold “Brud” Plumb. Jockey D. Thomas, 
the Australian rider who began the sea- 
son with a winning outing on Repose in 
the Carolina Cup, was on Mrs. Michael 
G. Walsh’s *Erin’s Cottage. Jockey A. P. 
Smithwick again was riding the winner 
in his last two outings, Mrs. C. Paul 
Denckla’s Ned’s Flying while Jockey 
D. M. Smithwick was on T. S. Nichols’ 
Starboard. The latter pair had gone 
earthward in a hard fall at the Radnor 
Hunt Race Meeting and while they miss- 
ed Rose Tree, they were now back in 
action. A. recruit from the major tracks 
was G. Weiss’ *Gold Tar with Jockey M. 
Ferral in the irons. Mrs. M. Troy Jones’ 
veteran campaigner, Wygant, joined the 
timber horses at this meeting and was 
ridden by Jockey R. Leaf. Mrs. Simon T. 
Patterson’s *McGinty Moore, which has 


won over timber, brush and on the flat, 
had Mr. E. Weymouth up. 

From a good start, Jockey D. Thomas 
took over the pace setting duties with 
*Erin’s Cottage to land ahead of *Gold 
Tar and Ned’s Flying at the ist jump. 
With the course laid out on a polo field, 
there is, of course, no “up and down” 
and the horses can settle quickly to an 
even pace. *Erin’s Cottage, *Gold Tar 
and *McGinty Moore gave the race an 
International appearance as they occup- 
ied the front end of the field ahead of 
the American-breds. At the 5th, Jockey 
Ferral and *Gold Tar were showing the 
way by almost a length, with *Erin’s 
Cottage 2nd and *McGinty Moore 3rd. 

Not too far off the leaders was Ned’s 
Flying and over the 10th the order was 
*Erin’s Cottage, *Gold Tar, Ned’s Flying 
and “McGinty Moore. Jockey D. M. 
Smithwick had rated Starboard well off 
the early pace, reversing his tactics at 
the Radnor meeting when he went out to 
try to run head and head with *Land’s 
Corner. He now began to ask a little 
more pace from Starboard and began to 
move up on the leaders. Around the turn 
and behind the woods, where the horses 
disappeared momentarily, when they 
came back into view after the 13th, Mr. 
Weymouth eased up on *McGinty Moore 
as the bay gelding had broken down. 
The field was over the next jump safely. 

With three more jumps to go, Jockey 
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D. M. Smithwick had really improved 
his position on Starboard as he was now 
2nd behind *Erin’s Cottage. However, 
at the 16th, Starboard put in a rough 
one, losing ground. *Erin’s Cottage romp- 
ed in to win by 1 lengths with Starboard 
—_— some 8 lengths ahead of *Gold 
ar. 

The 12 starters in the first race, The 
Millbrook, about 1% miles over hurdles 
for maidens, ran into difficulty with the 
mutuel boards. Reaching the starting 
point, they were delayed quite awhile 
before they could move forward to line 
up. When the tape snapped, C. Mahlon 
Kline’s St. Vince and Jockey H. Rulon 
went off quickly and led Mrs. M. Troy 
Jones’ Solisko over the 1st hurdle, follow- 
ed by Mrs. G. A. Rockefeller’s Sir Gold. 
Mr. Kline’s Point Rhodes ran off the 
course after the Ist. Over the 2nd Jock- 
ey J. Murphy had taken over with Sir 
Gold while St. Vince dropped back to 
2nd and Solisko was 3rd. Over these 
hurdles Jockey S. Riles had been right 
in the pack with Mrs. Michael G. Walsh’s 
Crag and at the 4th the bay gelding by 
*Piping Rock was in front with Miss 
Laura Franklin’s *Oriental Suite, Sir 
Gold and St. Vince bunched closely with 
him. Solisko was pulled up after stay- 
ing well up. 

Crag had increased his advantage to 
1% lengths by the 6th and over this one 
it was still *Oriental Suite 2nd but Guil- 
ford Dudley, Jr.’s The American had 
moved into 3rd with Sir Gold now 4th. 
Checking the 9th and final hurdle, Jock- 
ey Riles had not relinquished his posi- 
tion on Crag but Jockey D. Clingman was 
making a bold bid on Allison Stern’s 
*Danny Boy 2nd which had raced well 
back over the first five hurdles. In the 
stretch drive, Crag maintained his front

Mrs. V. G. Cardy’s Sun Shower Wins Meadow Brook 


Steeplechase in Near Record Time

In his two previous races, the Apple- 
ton and the Corinthian, Sun Shower had 
come off second best to the redoubtable 
Extra Points, but with that one missing 
from the Meadow Brook, Mrs. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s color-bearer picked up top 
weight of 156 lbs., was backed into even 
money favoritism and went on to score 
a popular victory in the sizzling time of 
4:39145 for the 2% mile distance. Sun 
Shower’s victory was an impressive one, 
and was run over a well dried out course, 
which he has previously shown a liking 
for. The time was not only the fastest 
Meadow Brook on record, but came with- 
in ¥4 of a second of tieing the 23 year old 
record set by Sidney under the feathery 
impost of 130 Ibs. 

A length and a half away, Manton B. 
Metcalf, Jr.’s Beaupre showed a much 
improved effort to garner the runner-up 
position, while Sundowner captured third 
money four lengths further back and His 
Boots was a distant fourth. 

Two falls occurred in the running, but 
neither would have affected the winner. 
*Palaja all but lost his rider at the liver- 
pool, where he made a very serious mis- 
take, and several fences later he tossed 
Jockey S. Riles, and was led back by one 
of the outriders on three legs. It later 
developed he had broken the small bone 
behind his off knee. The second casualty 


was The Mast, running 2nd at the time, 
and at the final fence. Ridden by Bob 
McDonald, his regular rider, The Mast 
took the fence about a length and a half 
off Sun Shower, but well to the inside. 
He appeared to put in an extra one, and 
then twisted in mid air to take a bad fall. 

From the drop of the flag, *Palaja 
went to the front, and for the next mile 
either set the pace or pressed it with 
The Mast closest. His Boots and Tourist 
List were prominent for awhile, while 
Jockey Albert Foot on Beaupre per- 
mitted his mount to drop way out of it 
for the first mile. After *Palaja’s mis- 
take at the liverpool, The Mast took over 
the lead, with Sundowner now 2nd and 
Sun Shower third. Down the far side, 
the final time, A. P. Smithwick on Sun 
Shower continued to improve his posi- 
tion, and as the field approached the far 
turn, it was apparent that Smithwick 
had plenty of horse under him. Wrest- 
ing the lead from The Mast at the 15th 
fence, Sun Shower clearly had the race 
won, although The Mast continued to 
hang on until he came to grief at the 
final fence. On the outside of these two, 
Albert Foot hustled Beaupre into a 
threatening position and closed well in 
the run to the wire to get within a length 
and a half of the winner. 

In the winner’s enclosure after the 
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race, S. Bryce Wing presented the trophy 
to the Cardys, along with Trainer Mickey 
Walsh, Paddy Smithwick, and Mr. and 
Mrs. William Miles. 

Due to observance of the Memorial 
Day holiday on Monday, there were only 
four jumping events during the week, 
including the Meadow Brook, and two of 
these resulted in hard fought finishes. 
Trainer Ray Woolfe and Jockey Albert 
Foot figured in both. On Tuesday, Mont- 
pelier’s 3-year-old Altus took the measure 
of L. R. Troiano’s 5-year-old Democles 
in a sustained drive from the final 
hurdle to the wire. The Montpelier 
color-bearer took a narrow lead around 
the final turn, and from there to the wire 
not more than a head separated these two 
at any time. It was 8 lengths back in 
this mile and a half hurdle race to Roke- 
by Stable’s Four To Go, and another 6 
to his stablemate, Mrs. S. C. Clark, Jr.’s 
Sallyboots. An interesting sidelight of 
this race was that it brought the first 
French Syndicate horse to the post, Mrs. 
Henry Obre’s Xapcourt. He ran an even 
race all the way, but was never in seri- 
ous contention. 

Three days later, Jockey Albert Foot 
again demonstrated his ability to judge 
pace, his unusual style of finish, and a 
bit of Gaulish cleverness. Aboard Blue 
Run Farm’s Sea Term, Foot laid off a 
fast early pace, gradually worked his way 
into contention down the far side, gain- 
ed the lead around the final turn, only 
to be overtaken by Par Amour rounding 
into the stretch. The latter on the out- 
side, and ridden by R. S. McDonald, ap- 
peared to have the most left over the 
final hurdle, while Foot was all out on 
Sea Term. Nevertheless Sea Term hung 
on until McDonald hit Par Amour in 
front of the mutual board. Increasing

Miss Tartan has a recent filly foal by

That news item may not mean too 
much to anyone except Miss Tartan’s 
owners, the John L. Allgeir family of 
Running Water Farm, Louisville. But the 
Allgeirs have a bit more than the ordi- 
nary affection for the brood mare. 

They originally bought Miss Tartan 
for $100 as a pleasure-riding mount. The 
fact that she was a Thoroughbred and 
hence eligible to race meant little to 
them then. 

But she proved so fast that it was de- 
cided to put her in training. She raced 
six seasons; won 18 races; finished in the 
money 61 times; and collected around 
$40,000. Racing mostly at Churchill 
Downs and Dade Park, she never gained 
any stakes fame or fortune. But she 
proved a honest and tough campaigner, 
and she did gain some local renown by 


starting on successive days at Dade Park 
in 1946. She took a six-furlong allow- 
ance race on August 30 in 1:11%5 and the 
A. M. Fisher Handicap at the same dis- 
tance on August 31 in 1:11. 

Now perhaps you understand why 
there is a little touch of pride when the 
Allgeirs show off Miss Tartan and her 
latest baby. She has two other foals, 
both Roman colts, in addition to her 
latest daughter by the sire of Hasty 
Road and Queen Hopeful. Her oldest, 
the current two-year-old Roman Senator, 
has been a close second in his two ini- 
tial efforts. 

Cherokee Rose 

Kentucky racing fans remember Cain 
Hoy Stable’s Cherokee Rose, recent win- 
ner of the Coaching Club American Oaks, 
for something besides the fact that she is 
a full sister to the $157,075 earner How, 
who took the same event in 1951. Chero- 
kee Rose gave admirers of Jockey Henry 
Moreno several anxious moments in an 
allowance race at Keeneland this spring. 


Breaking from the inside post posi- 
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tion, she stumbled leaving the gate and 
dumped Moreno seemingly right on his 
head. The rider rolled under the rail 
and never stirred as the ambulance rush- 
ed up and he was loaded onto the stretch- 
er. 

Quite a sizable delegation, including 
the Cain Hoy connections, Moreno’s agent 
and track officials, hurried back to meet 
the ambulance as it returned to the first- 
aid room. They expected to find Moreno 
seriously injured, at best. 

When the ambulance pulled up, how- 
ever, Moreno was sitting in the front 
seat arguing with the doctor that he did 
not have time to be examined because he 
had a mount in the next race. 

Cherokee Rose was less fortunate. She 
limped back to the barn with some nasty 
cuts that kept her from following How 
into the roll of Kentucky Oaks victors. 
But she lived up to her older sister’s per- 
formance in the C. C. A. Oaks, with 
Hank Moreno back in the saddle. 

Incidentally, these two daughters of 
*Princequillo—*The Squaw II, by *Sickle, 
are the first full sisters to account for 
runnings of the Belmont Park filly fea- 
ture since Florence Nightingale and 
Edith Cavell, both by Man o’War—The 
Nurse, by Yankee, achieved that feat in 
1925 and 1926.

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The French Racing Scene 





Prince Rouge Caused Sensation by Winning 
Prix Hocquart in Runaway Style 





“Manna” 


The years following the second World 
War right up to 1951 marked a peak in 
French Racing History. During that 
time their best horses were being sent 
to run in big races abroad and were win- 
ning them with consistent regularity. 
Since then, however, there has been a 
marked decline. Apart from a very few 
outstanding animals, the class of their 
major stake winners has been poor. 

Inconsistent running by the leading 
8-year-olds during the present season 
means that French Racing is not yet 
back on its upward trend. No clear 
champion among the classic generation 
has yet emerged. 

Le Geographe, best of the 1953 2-year- 
olds, has not yet run this season, and 
the most promising efforts to date have 
been put up by Popof, Ferriol and Fal- 
staff. 

Popof, who belongs to M. R. Thion de 
la Chaume, did not run as a 2-year-old 
and made his debut in the Prix Juigne, 
a valuable event for newcomers, at Long- 
champ, in early April. The race nearly 
always falls to a useful stayer and Popof 
at once stamped himself as something out 
of the ordinary by the way in which he 
came from a bad position to beat his 
twelve opponents, by two and a half 
lengths, in convincing style. 

Next time he ran was in the Prix Daru, 
a ten and a half furlong race worth three 
million frances to the winner. The Aga 
Khan’s Beigler Bey, a strong hope for 
the Prix du Jockey Club, was an odds- 
on favourite and he and Popof had the 
race between them from the time the 
field turned into the straight. Popof was 
in front at that point, but Beigler Bey 
was moving up to challenge and appar- 
ently going the better of the two. He pro- 
duced little under pressure, however, 
and Popof, staying on strongly, went on 
to beat him by a length and a half. 

Ferriol was some way below the best 
of his age as a 2-year-old, and it is his 
performances this year which have bro- 
ught him to the front. After an easy 
win against the smart Lets Fly, over a 
mile at Longchamp, he was sent to Eng- 
land to run in the 2000 Guineas. Here 
he staged the best performance of his 
career, running Darius to a length with 
the rest of the field well beaten off. Lets 
Fly and Damelot, Ferriol’s compatriots, 
finished among a group close up behind 
the third horse. 

Ferriol was fitter than most of the 
English horses in the field that day, but 
there is still room for considerable im- 
provement in him. Ferriol has not run 
since, but I hear he has made excellent 
progress. At the moment he is one of 
the favourites for the Epsom Derby, 
which will be his next race. He will 
carry the white jacket and blue cap of 
the young Comte de Chambure in that 
event. 

M. E. Martinez de Hoz’ Falstaff won 
two of his three races in his first sea- 
son. He reappeared in the Prix Pour- 
tales at Longchamp last week-end, and 
sprang a big surprise by beating Lets 
Fly five lengths. That performance 
brings Falstaff into the reckoning for 
the classics and he will be a tough op- 
ponent for the best of his age. 

Damelot, a stable companion of Fal- 


staff, showed great promise in the early 
Spring, but his recent performances have 
been disappointing and he was well beat- 
en in the Poule d’Essai des Poulains, the 
French equivalent of the 2000 Guineas, 
by the moderate Cote d’or II. 

Peppermint, Prince Rouge and Yorick 
are the best of the other three-year-olds, 
which have run so far. Yorick proved 
himself a sound stayer by winning the 
Prix de l’Esperance, over one mile seven 
furlongs, but he only beat moderate 
horses and will have to improve on that 
form to reach the top class. He is a 
stable companion of Le Geographe and 
belongs to Baron Guy de Rothschild. 

Prince Rouge caused something of a 
sensation by winning the Priz Hocquart 
in runaway style by five lengths. This 
race is run over a mile and a half at 
Longchamp, usually on the second Sun- 
day in May, and is perhaps the most im- 
portant of the early tests. This year’s 
field, however, was well below standard 
but even so, Prince Rouge was allowed 
to start at 24/1. He was trained by the 
small and “unfashionable” stable con- 
trolled by Sylvain Laforge and had never 
previously shown himself to be in the 
top class. 

Prince Rouge showed up his rivals 
in no uncertain fashion and, after going 
to the front early in the straight, he 
stretched right away to win from Sica 
Boy and Eleis. Prince Rouge won only 
two of his seven races as a two-year-old 
and, following a couple more defeats 
early in the spring, no serious student of 
the form book gave him much chance. 
His success, however, is typical of some 
of the results we have been getting in the 
big French races over the last eighteen 
months. 

The colt is not engaged in either the 
Prix du Jockey Club or the Grand Prix 
de Paris. His future programme includes 
the Grand Prix de Saint Cloud and a race 
in Belgium. 

Until the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches 
was run last Sunday many believed that 
Madame Couturie’s filly Tahiti was the 
best of her sex at a mile, but she was 
narrowly beaten by M. Dupre’s Virgule, 
who made all the running and just held 
on to win by a neck. Tahiti was sweating 
profusely in the paddock beforehand and 
this may have contributed to her defeat. 
She is brilliant but very highly strung. 
Tahiti was to have been sent to England 
to run in the 1000 Guineas, but she re- 
solutely refused to board the plane at Le 
Bourget Airport, so the attempt was 
abandoned. 

M. Boussac has two smart fillies in 
Cordova and Altana. Cordova may be his 
chief hope for the Prix de Diane, for 
Altana has been marked down for the 
Oaks, at Epsom, two days beforehand. 

Cordova was a brilliantly fast two-year- 
old, winning all her three races in 
France, but she is a bad traveller and 
was beaten on each of her visits to Eng- 
land. Cordova acts well on firm going, 
as do all the stock of Djebel, and, sho- 
ould the ground be to her liking at Chan- 
tilly, I can visualise her running very 
well indeed. 

Altana’s record is one of steady im- 
provement and she will not be disgraced 
at Epsom, while Mme Forget’s Sun Cap, 
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= is also likely to be in the field, stays 
well. 

The Prix du Jockey Club, known some- 
times as the French Derby, is run at 
Chantilly seven days after the Prix de 
Diane. Ferriol and Falstaff have the 
Epsom Derby as their objectives, so Pop- 
of is a fairly confident selection. 

Races for two-year-olds are confined 
to claiming events until late May, so, 
apart from the classic candidates, most 
interest centres on the older stayers, in 
the first part of the season. 

The Prix du Cadran, most iniportant 
event for them, is always run at Long- 
champ on the same day as the Prix Hoc- 
quart, but this year’s race was of less 
interest than usual for neither Northern 
Light nor Vamos, France’s two best stay- 
ers, were in the field. Northern Light 
had been taken out of the event, at the 
final acceptance stage, in favour of 
Vamos, who is in the same stable. Vamos, 
however, developed a temperature on the 
morning of the race and could not run, 
leaving Mme Volterra to rely on Le 
Bourgeois, who was too backward to do 
himself justice. 

He could only finish a moderate fourth 
behind M. George Courtois’ Silex, who 
got the better of a great finish with M. 
Boussac’s Elpenor by a neck. Talma, from 
the same stable as Elpenor, has never 
reproduced the form he showed when 
running away with the English St. Leger 
of 1951 and he finished a very moderate 
third. 

It is planned to send Silex over to As- 
cot for the Gold Cup next month, but I 
shall be surprised if he finishes in front. 
of either Vamos or Northern Light.

HUNTING SCENES FROM SURTEES 
by Lionel Gough (editor), with an intro- 
duction by Siegfried Sassoon. New York, 
The British Book Center, 122 East 55 
Street, pp. xv, 253. $2.75. 

Almost every foxhunter of the pre- 
sent generation has heard of Mr. Jor- 
rocks, but how many have actually read 
Handley Cross, Mr. Sponge’s Sporting 
Tour, Facey Ronford’s Hounds and the 
other sporting novels by the immortal 
Surtees. The truth of the matter is that 
not many read Victorian novels of any 
description, neither Dickens, Thackeray, 
Trollope nor the other “greats” of the 
period. As was the fashion of that day 
Surtees’ books are full of digressions 
and lengthy descriptions which make 
them pretty heavy going for our breath- 
less times. 

Every foxhunter likes to read about a 
good hunt, however, and Surtees could 


describe a run with as much conviction 
and dash as anyone who ever put pen 
to paper. A keen hunting man himself, 
he was also a good judge of hounds and 
appreciated their working qualities as 
well as any huntsman. When he tells 
about a good day with hounds he re- 
counts the points of view of all who 
were present—the Master, the hunts- 
man, the flyers of the hunt and those 
who ride the lanes. In short he is the 
ideal hunt reporter. 

Mr. Gough has gathered into a well 
printed and modestly priced volume 27 
of the best days with hounds to be found 
in all the novels. Your reviewer took up 
the book with the intention of reading 
3 or 4 as samples and then proceeding 
to the typewriter. Be it recorded, how- 
ever, that before he put it down over 20 
had been perused with much pleasure— 
thus knocking the spots out of a whole 
Sunday. We believe that those of our 
subscribers who add it to their library 
shelves will enjoy it just as much.

The Whys 
of Horsemanship 


Elizabeth Ober , 


A rider should examine the brid- 
le before he gets up on his horse 
or pony. If he doesn’t he gives 
himself away as a novice. No 
horseman forgets to do it as he 
knows many of the bad traits hor- 
ses develop can be traced to an 
improperly adjusted and uncom- 
fortable bridle or saddle. He ex- 
amines the bridle to see the snaf- 
fle and curb bits are properly ad- 
justed and the curb chain smooth 
and not tighter than necessary. At 
the same time, and for the sake of 
appearance, he notices whether the 
tabs of the bridle parts have been 
placed in their keepers. The sad- 
dle is examined next, to see that 
it is placed squarely on the horse’s 
back and the girths are tight eno- 
ugh to keep it from slipping and 
not placed so far forward they will 
pinch the skin. If the girth is a 
double one, he looks to see that the 
doubled part is in the front. When 
he is up on his horse, he makes 
certain the pommel is not pressing 
on the withers or the cantle on the 
spine. As most ponies and horses 
have a way of blowing themselves 
out as a precaution against being 
girthed up too tightly, he takes up 
the slack when his horse is relax- 
ed. He doesn’t dismount to do it, 
he moves his left leg forward on 
his horse’s shoulder, turns up the 
saddle flap and tightens the girth 
with his left hand.

The Championship cup was awarded to 
a rider who showed unusual talent and 
tact in her riding throughout the whole 
show, Sue Johnson riding Satu. 

A drill had been planned with sixteen 
riders dressed and figuring as a deck of 
cards but because of the radio announce- 
ment of the fall of Dienbienphu and the 
uncertain news of Gen. de Castries fate 
the colorful costumes were omitted and 
the sixteen girls rode in the ring in plain 
riding clothes, executed a simple eques- 
trian maneuver, and lined up before the 
stands. Countess Gyurky (Judith Barczy 
Kelley), director of riding, asked a min- 
ute’s silence from the public—‘‘a minute 
to remember a young lieutenant—gay 
and light hearted who rode in the Inter- 
national Horse Shows with me. This same 
young officer, Lieut. Cristian de Castries 
on the 10th of April, 1353, rode Vol-au- 
Vent over 2 m. 38 to set a world record 
which was not surpassed until 1938 when 
Osoppo cleared 2 m. 44. Lieut. de Cast- 
ries was not known as an exceptionally 
brilliant staff officer or as a genius in 
any way, but rather as a fine sportsman, 
a good rider and a lovely dancer. But, 
when he was put in a spot where courage, 
discipline, and loyalty for a cause was 
needed, he stood his ground, he personi- 
fied the spirit that I want to pass on to 
my girls, the spirit that they will pass 
on to their daughters and sons, to stand 
up and fight for what they believe in, 
and not just cling to the wall and let the 
neighbor stick out his neck—the spirit 
which makes riding rank as the sport of 
great traditions and of fair and straight 
thinking people, rather than just a way 
of being shaken around on a horse in the 
os of a little exercise or winning a rib- 
bon.”

A schooling show was held at Clarence 
Nagro’s Hilltop Stable open only to 
junior members of the Professional 
Horseman’s Association. 

Most of the classes were for youngsters 
who had not competed before in many 
shows. The number of entries in these 
classes was amazing. Every class was 
completely filled. 

The Flicker Challenge Trophy and 
championship was awarded to Norman 
Teates. He received the highest number 
of points throughout the show in horse- 
manship classes. The trophy, which 
must be won three times for permanent 
possession, will be offered at other jun- 
ior P. H. A. shows throughout the sea- 
son. 

There was a three phase event open to 
older children. It was judged in three 
separate classes, one on the flat, one 
over jumps in the ring and one over the 
outside course. Winners in each class 
received points with their ribbons and 
the final winner was the one finishing 
with the highest number of points. Miss 
Ann Voorhees, a well-known New Jersey 
rider, was pinned Ist.

Successful Event 


Dear Sir: 


Recently the Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity held their annual horse show. 
For the first time they had a three day 
event. I was against the idea at first 
because the second phase was a cross 
country endurance test over eleven miles. 
I thought that our horses were entirely 
too young to do this without something 
happening to them. At the end of three 
days I had learned several things. 


First of all the endurance test was 
long but it didn’t tax the horses any 
more than an ordinary hunt would. They 
divided the eleven miles into five sec- 
tions so that the horse only had to can- 
ter three times the whole time. 

Secondly I learned how to rate my 
horse. In order to be able to finish out 
the third day the rider had to save his 
horse as much as he could. 

I also learned that it isn’t at all dang- 
erous. There were no spills and only one 
horse came in lame, not because it took 


discuss this question and to suggest ways 
and means to interest more boys in 
mounted sports. How about setting up 
a committee within the AHSA to canvas 
the country, to get opinions, to hear of 
trys made in this direction in the differ- 
ent parts of the nation and eventually 
to make a report and recommendations 
to the next yearly meeting. 

Previously in the columns of The 
Chronicle I have drawn attention to the 
fact that the problem is more complex 
than it seems to be at first sight. In order 
to get boys.to take up equestrian ac- 
tivities in preference to other sports 
several basic points have to be consider- 


ed. 

1) Full recognition (and not by lip 
service only) of such activities by schools 
and colleges at the same level as all 
other school sports. 

2) Emphasize on the TEAM idea in- 
stead of individual accomplishments. The 
Junior FEI classes held in some shows 
are a beginning. The idea could be ex- 
tended to some horsemanship classes, 
and it should also be considered whether 
some of these classes should not be held 
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separately for boys and girls with diff- 
erent requirements for each of them in 
accordance with the natural inclina- 
tions of the two sexes. 

3) Arrangements to keep the expenses 
for both instructions and showing with- 
in sensible limits so as to permit the 
children of less wealthy parents to par- 
ticipate. Horse owners can do a lot to 
help by putting their mounts at the dis- 
posal of interested boys and girls as 
long as their riding and jumping is 
done under proper supervision. 

4) Teachers who understand children 
and are able to develop a program for 
them that holds their interest. 

5) Willingness to learn from other 
countries, especially from Europe but al- 
so from South America and Australia, 
and to transform and adjust their ex- 
periences and methods to our national 
scene. An open mind in this direction 
on the part of our professionals would 
be of tremendous help. 

These are only a few of the basic 
needs which have to be considered in 
order to stimulate larger boys’ interest 
in our sport. Many more have to be 
taken into account for which the space 
available in these columns would not be 
sufficient. An authorized group, like the 
one suggested above could do a tremen- 
dous job to keep the idea of mounted 
sports alive among our boys—even with- 
out military or semi-military training.

Rome Horse Show 1954 





Ten Nations Represented—Spanish Contingent 
Practically Sweeps the Board, Germans Second

The twenty-third International Rome 
Horse Show, which began on May Ist 
and ended on the 9th, will long live in 
the memory of the habitues of the en- 
chanting Piazza di Siena (1) in the Borg- 
hese Gardens because of the remarkable 
success of the Spanish contingent which, 
largely composed of men and horses by 
no means new to the jumping game 
(and the Rome show, like others of its 
kind in Europe, is nothing but jumping) 
practically swept the boards, with the 
Germans, who had already done well last 
year, very close seconds. 

Ten nations were represented at the 
Concorso as against four last year, an 
unusual oriental touch being provided 
by the Turks and the Egyptians, the lat- 
ter not having appeared here since 1938 


into fourth place in the “precision” Pre- 
mio Roma of May 5th by Monsieur D’ 
Oriola on his famous Arlequin, Herr Gun- 
ther—Winkler on the almost equally fam- 
ous Halla and Monsieur Calmont on 
Camelia. Total for the entire show in 
favour of the Spaniards: seven firsts out 
of eleven classes, four seconds and sun- 
dry other minor placings. 

The German rider Gunther Winkler, 
besides winning the high jump, to which 
type of competition the German horses 
seem eminently suited, also “bagged” 
the closing class of the whole show, or 
“championship”, so called because it is 
open only to the horses that had won or 
been placed during the preceding days. 
A Spaniard, Garcia Cruz, was second with 
the celebrated Quoniam, Captain Oppes

son difficult to fathom the faults accumu- 
lated during the nine days’ performances 
broke all records, clean rounds being 
rare and much appreciated exceptions, 
even in the easier classes. Moreover, 
Italy’s sixth place in the Premio delle 
Nazioni filled the spectators with pained 
amazement. There are, of course, rea- 
sons for this debacle, principally the 
lack of both men and horses of inter- 
national statue. The abolition of the 
military riding schools of Pinerolo and 
Tor di Quinto has greatly reduced the 
number of men and horses from which 
to select representatives of international 
calibre. 

But even if the Italians were well 
below their usual form, not much can 
honestly be said in praise of even the 
best of the others. The Spaniards won 
with their excellent horses (or did their 
excellent horses win with the Spaniards?) 
in a style which might be called dashing 
but might with equal truth be termed 
rough, its harshness increased at the ex- 
pense of their mounts by nosebands and 
“Grackles” of the severest type—a fault 
incidentally, of which at least sixty per 
cent of their competitors were also qual- 
ity. Not even the French military ele- 
ment, so wholeheartedly admired in

when, as rank outsiders, they surpris- 
ingly won the Cup of Nations, with Italy 
second. 

Belgium, France, Germany, Holland, 
Italy, Spain, Sweden and England com- 
pleted the 1954 field, the last named re- 
presented by a single, most unlucky 
champion, Colonel Harry Llewellyn, who 
incidentally formed part, on Sunday, May 
2, of a mixed team—an arrangement 
never before seen here—in the Premio 
Pincio, this year turned into a fault-and- 
out class qualified in the program as 
“alla Americana”. Just how American it 
actually was the writer, who has not 
been in the States for years, is unable 
to say; apparently such competitions 
have already appeared in England as 
“Jolly” or “Rescue” Stakes. 

The Spaniards, who already had the 
Premio Palatino of the previous day to 
their credit, thanks to Commandant Or- 
dovas Gonzales and his good horse Bohe- 
mio, won, with France second, Turkey 
third, and the above-mentioned mixed 
Italo-British combination bringing up the 
rear. Spain had already been placed 
second (a hint as it were of what was in 
the offing) in the opening Premio Esqui- 
lino of the first day with Captain Alonso 
Mavhn and Brise Brise. 

Taking the results of the nine days’ 
jumping all in all, it was from then on 
actually a duel between Spain and Ger- 
many; the former, however, was first by 
a wide margin and was only beaten by 
the Germans into second place in the 
high jump of the Colonel Sandro Bettoni 
prize, won by Herr Buchwald, an old ac- 
quaintance of last year, on Jaspis, and 


of Italy third, with Captain Lefrant of 
France fourth. 

So ended the 1954 International Rome 
Horse Show, in which the “home team” 
played a less than secondary role, a fact 
which has caused much unfavourable 
comment in Italian riding circles. 


Be it said at the outset that the Show 
itself was by general consent one of the 
least satisfactory ever staged under the 
majestic cypresses and pines of the 
amphitheatre built, or rather excavated 
out of the soil, by a munificent 17th cen- 
tury prelate, Cardinal Prince Scipione 
Borghese, in a villa he built “more for 
the delectation of the Roman people than 
for the selfish enjoyment of his illus- 
trious family”. The writer can safely 
assert that, although the obstacles which 
dotted the various courses were much of 
the usual size and pattern, for some rea-

Rome on many another occasion (Cap- 
tain Fresson’s performance in 1949 when 
the French won the Prix des Nations 
(and how!) will forever live in our me- 
mories as an outstanding example of 
faultless horsemanship) did much to 
raise our wilting 1954 spirits. Not even 
Monsieur d’Oriola could achieve more 
than one clean round to win one class 
in the peculiarly acrobatic style which 
so greatly appeals to the sunny side of 
our amphitheatre! 

When, after the imposing ceremony 
of the ammaina bandiera (the lowering 
of the flag from its pole in the centre 
of the great ellipse encircled by century 
old box hedges), we rather sadly wended 
our way homewards in one of the most 
beautiful gloamings of the week which, 
as if to make matters deliberately worse, 
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A STYLIST—The Italian Count Bettoni. 
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did not on the whole distinguish itself 
for pleasant weather, we wondered whe- 
ther this might not be the beginning of 
the end, at least for us Italians, in this 
particular branch of the world’s sport- 
ing activities. 


Hope can only come from one direction 
—that of youth. 

On the last day of the Show, in the 
interval between the “booby prize” Pre- 
mio Gianicolo and the “championship” 
of all the winners Premio Generale 
Cigala Fulgosi, eighteen pupils, of both 
sexes, from the General Piero Dodi Rid- 
ing Academy at the Farnesina on the 
outskirts of Rome, gave a brief but high- 
ly interesting and significant exhibition. 
In a musical ride they accomplished 
simple evolutions at the three paces and 
jumped two and fro and across each 
other in every direction in the very 
quiet, simple Italian manner, with horses 
under perfect, effortless control, all their 
mounts in plain snaffles—really plain, 
not with drop nosebands—and loose 
running martingales which is also accord- 
ing to the Italian manner. 


It is from among these young people 
that we look for the future talent that 
will permit us to save our traditional 
manner of riding from disaster and obli- 
vion for, as one of our greatest horse- 
men of the best era, General Francesco 
Forquet, once rightly wrote, modern 
Italian horsemanship has also by this 
time its “classic” standards to uphold, 
for one can be classic without being 
complicated and involved. The Farne- 
sina school, the chief and very capable 
instructor of which is the gunner col- 
onel Giuseppe Chiantia, is one of twenty 
of more similar government subsidized 
institutions which have their being in 
all the principal cities of the penin- 
sula, and to which, judging by the Farne- 
sina exhibition, we can safely consign 
the flame and the fame of “II Sistema” 
to be carried on, like an imperishable 
torch, to future generations of Italian 
and world horsemen. 

(1) The Rome Horse Show, first held in 
1908 and 1911 at the Tor di Quinto 
race-course, took place at Piazza di 
Siena in 1922 and 1923, with a gap 
of 11 years at the Villa Glori trotting 
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track in 1926 and 1927, at the race- 
course in 1928 and from 1929 to the 
present day again at the Piazza di

Sedgefield-High Point 
Lions Club 


The Sedgefield-High P High Point Lions Club 
Horse Show sponsored by the Sedgefield 
Hunt and promoted by the High Point 
Lions Club successfully completed its 
fifth show since combining the two shows 
in 1950. The saddle and miscellaneous 
classes were exceptionally well filled 
and always seemed to be enjoyed by 
saddle and hunter people alike. A divis- 
ion was included for the first time for 
western horses which proved very popu- 
lar with the crowd and particularly with 
the children. The average boy of today 
seems to go for this type of horse equip- 
ment in preference to the saddle or hunt- 
ing type. 

In the hunter division, the green hunt- 
er section was the strongest as most of 
the young horses from this section that 
were being readied for Devon seemed 
to benefit by the experience gained at 
this show.

There 
are few young men today who have the 
hands and seat necessary to win with an 
open jumper and then perform fault- 
lessly on young horses over outside 
courses.

6th Annual Spindletop 


By far the best show held at Beaumont 
came off the week-end of May 15. A new 
hunter course had been built and a new 
set of open jumps had also been added.

position to be the first one under the 
wire and *Danny Boy 2nd passed *Orien- 
tal Suite to finish 2nd. 

The Goldens Bridge Plate was also 
over hurdles but this was at about 134 
miles and was an allowance event. A 
small field of 5 went postward and were 
off without any undue delay. Jockey F 
D. Adams was in the No. 1 post position 
on L. H. Nelles’ Winnie The Imp and 
occupied the No. 1 spot at the wire. Win- 
nie The Imp showed the way to Mrs. 
W. Coxe Wright’s Phosphor over the Ist 
hurdle, followed by Mrs. George L. Ohr- 
strom’s *Czardas 3rd, L. R. Troiano’s 
Democles and Irl A. Daffin’s *Coit. Over 
the 6th Democles had moved into 2nd 
with Phosphor 3rd, *Czardas 3rd was 4th 
and *Coit last. Steadily holding down 
the front position, Winnie The Imp led 
over the 9th by 1:4 lengths ahead of 
Democles and increased this lead to 3 
lengths over the 10th and last. At the 
finish the winner was Winnie The Imp 
= Democles placing ahead of Phos- 


The hurdle handicap was at about 2 
miles with 11 jumps on the course. Mrs. 
G. H. Boswick’s Hyvania, which began 
the season with a winning outing on the 
flat at Camden, was away fast under 
Jockey K. Field. Hyvania led over the 
1st hurdle, followed by F. Ambrose 
Clark’s The Creek which had previously 
chalked up a winning outing over brush 
at Radnor. Mrs. George L. Ohrstrom’s 
*Corinthien, which had won his first two 
outings at the hunt meetings was next 
with L. R. Toriano’s Curly Joe 4th and 
last. At the 3rd hurdle, Jockey S. Riles 
was handling the pace setting duties on 
The Creek with Hyvania now 2nd ahead 
of Curly Joe. Hyvania and The Creek 
exchanged positions at the front end of 
the field but over the 9th the leader was 
Jockey E. Phelps on Curly Joe. The 
Troiano color-bearer refused to relin- 
quish his position and came on to win 
by 3% lengths with Hyvania placing 3 
lengths ahead of *Corinthien as The 
Creek was last. 

The turf course now came into promin- 
ence as 7 starters lined up for The Fair- 
field and Westchester Plate, about 1 
mile. At the start owner-rider M. Fields 
went away fast on his *Vertigo 2nd but 
by the quarter-mile, G. H. Bostwick’s 
Coosawatchie was in front under the 
reins of Jockey K. Field. By the half- 
mile, M. B. Metcalf, Jr.’s *Beau Sir and 
Jockey J. Hobales were showing the way 
ahead of C. Mahlon Kline’s Disgraceful. 
Disgraceful was moving strongly and 
went on to head *Beau Sir. Coming on 
again, Jockey Hobales was driving on 
*Beau Sir in the stretch drive and was 
Ist under the wire with Disgraceful 
placing in front of F. A. Clark’s St. Quill. 

The Fairfield Plate was about 1 1/8 
miles over the turf course and 6 horses 
faced the starter. Jockey E. Phelps wast- 
ed no time with C. Mahlon Kline’s Old 
Shoe but he was closely followed by 
Jockey A. P. Smithwick on L. R. Troiano’s 
*Williamsburg, with Mrs. O. Phipps’ An- 
tagonizer 3rd under the handling of 
Jockey F. D. Adams. At the half-mile 
mark, *Williamsburg led by a_ head, 
followed by Old Shoe, Antagonizer and 
Arthur E. Pew, Jr.’s *Tico Tico. Increas- 
ing his advantage at the three-quarter 

mark, *Williamsburg withstood a bid 
from Antagonizer while *Tico Tico was 
now running 3rd.

Top-weighted in the field of six, Hasty 
House Farm’s Pomace seemed comfort- 
able enough in the heavy going to win 
the La Salle by three-quarters of a length 
over Arab Actress. Bugledrums was eight 
lengths back in third place and half a 
length ahead of Tuosix. 

The win was worth $11,125, and gave 
the son of Pilate—Pomrose, by Pompey, 
a 1954 accumulation of $33,407. He shows 
4 wins in 9 starts. He won the Phoenix 
and Crete Handicaps previously this year. 

In 1953, he won the Hawthorne and 
Tropical Inaugurals and the Spring Han- 
dicap at Laurel. His money score was 
$53,700 collected in 5 wins, 4 seconds and 
3 thirds in 16 starts.

Peabody Memorial, 26th running, 3- 
year-olds, 1 1/8 miles (May 31). Consis- 
tent with the stable’s policy of grabbing 
any added-money events left lying around 
loose, Hasty House Farm collected the 
prize money of the Peabody Memorial 
with Sea O Erin. This good colt, by 
*Shannon IJ—Chantress, by *Hyperion, 
runs in races that Hasty Road doesn’t 
care to bother with. He hasn’t won as 
much as the barn’s No. 1 hoss, but Mrs. 
Allie Reuben could wrap herself in chin- 
chilla with what he has brought in and 
have enough left over for a Cadillac 
or two. 

The winner’s share of the Peabody 
purse and stakes was $18,950, so Sea O 
Erin has rolled up $42,100, with 4 wins 
a second and a third in 10 starts. At Gulf- 
stream, he won the Fountain of Youth 
Handicap. 

He beat Hasty Road in the Prairie 
State Stakes, last year, and won 2 other 
races besides in 11 starts. He was sec- 
ond once in ’53. His winnings as a juve- 
nile totaled $22,775.

Sir Mango, fresh from a victory 
in the Crete Inaugural, was made the 1- 
to-2 choice in the Fleming and won by 
a dozen lengths over a heavy track. 
Bugledrums, Heutel and En Fleur trail- 
ed him and collected second, third and 
fourth monies. 

Last week it was reported here that 
Sir Mango is owned and trained and was 
bred by C. E. Eads. A later bulletin in- 
dicates that this was wrong. The four- 
year-old son of Gilden Knight, from 
*Kantar’s daughter, Marie Kantar, is 
trained by C. E. Eads, but is owned by 
N. Eads and was bred by H. N. Eads. It 
is presumed that these people are relat- 
ed. Hope to report more fully later. 

The net to winner of the Fleming was 
$11,100, which brings Sir Mango to $30, 
462.50 for the year. He has 5 wins and 
1 second in 8 starts.

Dr. Eslie 
Asbury bred Determine, Willie Molter 
trains him, Ray York rides and Andy 
Crevolin owns him. And won’t you 
please bring him east, Mr. Crevolin, and 
clear up the picture? 


Playa Del Rey Stakes, 2nd running, 3- 
year-old fillies, bred in California, 6 fur- 
longs (May 27). Milla’s Abbey, owned by 
Biff’s Stable, collected $9475 and will 
get her name in next year’s American 
Racing Manual as a stakes winner, be- 
cause she whipped eight other fillies 
that never won an added-money event. 
The victory gives the filly (by King’s 
Abbey—Gold Salute, by *Alibhai) 1 win 
and 1 third in 3 starts this year. Her 
earnings moved up to $10,425. Last year 
she won once and was third once in 
4 starts, and earned $2225. 

Biff’s Stable belongs to W. W. Naylor, 
who bred Milla’s Abbey. R. Cornell trains 
for the outfit. Willie Shoemaker rode 
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the bay filly in the Playa Del Rey. 


Ramona Handicap, 3rd running, 3-year- 
olds and up, fillies and mares, 6 furlongs 
(May 29). Is Proud went out winging to 
lead all the way and clipped a fifth of a 
second from the Hollywood six-furlong 
mark to win the Ramona Handicap. The 
new record is 1:09 flat. Ray York rode. 

The favorite, First Baby, finished sec- 
ond, with a margin of safety of 3% 
lengths over Vicki Blue, third in line. 
Royal Grace was fourth another length 
and a half back. 

Is Proud, the property of Circle M 
Farm, was making her second start and 
scoring her first win of the year. She 
was third in her previous out. The win- 
ner’s share of the Ramona, $15,900, put 
her at $17,025 for 1954. 

She won the Betsy Ross Stakes last 
year, when running for Brookfield Farm 
which bred her. Her earnings in ’53 
totaled $19,250. She had 1 win and 1 
third in 7 starts. 

The four-year-old filly, by Fairy Man- 
hurst or Hampden, from Balladier’s 
daughter, We Hail, is trained by W. J. 
Hirsch. 


Argonaut Handicap, 13th running, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 mile (May 31). The 
longest shot in the field got home first in 
the Argonaut, when Mr. and Mrs. E. M. 
Goemans’ Curragh King nailed the front- 
running Imbros and stood off Fleet Bird 
to win by a nose. The mutuels payoff 
was $65.70 for $2. 

Laughin Louie finished third. 

The winner, a four-year-old colt by 
*Nasrullah—Early Sunrise, by Sol Oriens, 
was making his fifth start of the year 
and collecting his first top purse. He 
was second in his effort previous to the 
Argonaut. 

The win was worth $15,800 and shoves 
the colt’s 54 total to $17,000. Last sea- 
son, he got first money in 2 of his eleven 
starts (one of them was the Arkansas 
Derby). He finished second 3 times and 
third once, and gave the Goemans $11, 
155 toward expenses. 

R. Lumm rode Curragh King in the 
Argonaut. J. Wallace trains him. 

The chestnut colt was bred in Ireland 
by A. P. Reynolds. 


Westchester Stakes, 2nd running, 2- 
year-olds, 5 furlongs (June 3). Designed 
for non-winners of a sweepstakes, the 
Westchester was expected to be a breeze 
for Calumet’s flyer, Trentonian, but the 
ill luck that has dogged the stable for 
many months popped up again. Tren- 
tonian, which had two wins in two starts, 
now has two wins and a second in three 
starts. 

Mrs. J. Tomlinson’s Black Hoe with the 
help of Ray York, upset the dope, and 
those who guessed right collected $41.30 
for each deuce ventured. 

Back Hoe, by Education—Portaire, by 
The Porter, has a pretty fair record him- 
self—3 wins and.1 fourth in 4 starts. He 
collected $9575 for his stakes victory 
which brings him to $13,925 moneywise.

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Extra Points: Proves His Superiority In 
Corinthian Steeplechase 





The opening steeplechase of the week 
of May 24th at Belmont Park was written 
for 3-year-old maidens, the first of its 
kind offered this spring, with 7 young 
hurdlers making their first appearance 
in the infield. 

The rather easy winner of this 1% 
miles event was brought out by that now 
famous combination of owner-trainer- 
jockey, Nelles, Adams and Adams in 
Winnie The Imp, which won as his rider 
pleased—which in this case was by a 
safe 14 lengths. 

Winnie the Imp, a dark bay son of 
“This England—Miss Impish, by Impish, 
was purchased by Frank Adams, presum- 
ably acting as agent for Col. L. H. Nelles, 
for the sum of $1,700 in the 1952 Keene- 
land Fall Sales. ; 

In his first start in Col. Nelles’ light 
blue, claret stripe, Winnie the Imp was 
last in a 7 horse field of 2-year-old maid- 
ens, which was won by a colt which was 
to write quite a name for himself across 
the American turf journals before he was 
retired, Cain Hoy’s *Turn-to. 

After an unprofitable flat career (he 
managed to place 4th earning $150 in 5 
starts) Winnie the Imp was turned to 
jumping, making his initial outing at 
Southern Pines Hunt Meeting, in which 
he was 2nd by a head to Princess Bug 
in a hurdle fixture called The Yadkin. 

While the winner’s margin on May 
24th was very striking to say the least, 
the beaten field contained some Jumpers 
which should they live up to their pedi- 
grees will be welcome additions to the 
steeplechase ranks. 

Among them were: Bennett, a three- 
parts brother to the successful jumper of 
the last several years, now racing on the 
flat, Cap-a-Pie; Meilason, considered pro- 
mising enough to race in the Grand Uni- 
on Hotel, Dover and William Penn 
Stakes last season; Glencannon, out of 
a full sister to the stakes winners Tour- 
ist Index and Tourist List; Actinic, a 
half-brother to the stakes winners Sun- 
downer, Tide Rips, Eolus; and Sea Glint, 
a half-brother to the stakes winner Jam- 
pol. The pedigrees of these jumpers are 
top enough—time alone will show if they 
have inherited the class too. 

About the only jumper the handicap- 
pers could see in May 25th’s The Anni- 
bal Purse, a special weights affair of 2 
miles duration, was Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Apache gelding Indian Fire. Added to 
this, Jockey F. D. Adams had the mount, 
which didn’t detract from Indian Fire’s 
chances one iota. 

However, these worthy gentlemen cov- 
cred themselves nicely by looking with 
favor on Coveted to possibly upset their 
top one, and if he failed, Beaupre (a 
member of the last crop by the good 
stallion *Beau Pere), might show his 
better side and take it all—which is ex- 
actly what happened. 

The Montpelier-bred, M. B. Metcalfe, 
Jr.-owned bay son of English parentage, 
was rank ey, the early running, mov- 
ed out to an 8 lengths advantage by the 
8th obstacle and although tiring once 
inside the stretch, held on to win from 
the second favored, Coveted. 

This bay son of Discovery had been 
somewhat impeded at the 4th fence by 
the winner, recovered and was in hot pur- 
suit of the leader. At the 11th he bob- 
bled and almost lost Jockey Flint Schul- 


hofer, and was never able to overcome 
his misfortune. 

Indian Fire which had a _ justifiable 
claim to the favoritism which the public 
bestowed on him (11 days earlier he had 
been 2nd to King Commander in the Bel- 
mont Spring Maiden ’chase), stayed in 
the fourth spot most of the journey, 
and when hard ridden in the closing 
stages, could only pick up a tiring Bav- 
aria. 

This Brookmeade-bred and owned bay 
son of First Fiddle—Bavardia, by Blue 
Larkspur although within striking dis- 
tance, tired, finishing 5th in his inaugur- 
al outing on a race course. 

Neji, which in 6 starts during his en- 
tire racing career has been out of the 
money on only 1 occasion, was made the 
favorite in the Green Cheese Purse on 
May 26th. The 4-year-old chestnut (which 
was a rather easy winner by 4 lengths of 
his last start the National Maiden Hur- 
dle), has had his name linked with the 
top owners in steeplechasing. He was 
bred by Mrs. M. duPont Scott’s Montpel- 
ier Stud, Montpelier Station, Va., was 
schooled under the direction of Rigan 
McKinney, Woodbine, Md., and then sold 
at Belmont Park on June 10th to Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps. He is by “Hunters Moon 
IV (which is now owned by a group of 
Marylanders, and stands at Janon Fisher, 
Jr..s The Caves Farm, Eccleston, Md.) 
and is a half-brother to the good stakes 
winner Mandingo, being out of Accra, 
by Annapolis. 

In the Green Cheese Purse against a 
field of better than useful hurdlers 
Jockey F. D. Adams kept the Bostwick- 
trained colt back just off the leaders un- 
til after the final jump. Then he sent 
the *Hunters Moon IV gelding up with a 
rush and went on to win handily by 3% 
lengths. 

Fulton which was making his first 
outing of the season over brush (he had 
been 6th over hurdles back on the 30th 
of April) established most of the pace 
until displaced by the winner, being a 
good 2'% lengths to the fore of Sea Term. 
This 4-year-old brown filly, another Mont- 
pelier-bred (there were 3 in the 9 horse 
field), had been slow to settle into stride 
and in the last stages was running over 
tired horses. *Camee of French extrac- 
tion also made a good move as he was 
leaving the final turn, but faltered as 
they neared the pay-dirt zone. 

For the first time since he started his 
amazing skein of victories this spring, 
Extra Points carried the high weight 
of the field with 162 pounds in the Corin- 
thian Steeplechase Handicap. This called 
for Col. Nelles Grand Slam gelding to 
give 10 pounds to Sun Shower, 6 pounds 
to The Mast (which although Steeplechas- 
er of the Year in ’53, has yet to get with- 
in 7 lengths of the fleet Extra Points), 
and 32 pounds to *Palaja. 

All this Extra Points did in the Corin- 
thian, and with authority, proving his 
courage and stamina as well as his top 
jumping ability, in winning by 234 
lengths with Sun Shower 2nd, some 12 
lengths to the good of The Mast, which 
came back bleeding slightly from the 
nose. 

His Boots took an early lead with Extra 
Points in closest pursuit, and after the 
water jump, Jockey Adams let the Grand 
Slam gelding move to the top. As His 
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Boots dropped out of it, *Palaja moved 
into 2nd to press the top one, and when 
that one also folded Paddy Smithwick 
was ready with Sun Shower to take up 
the drive. 

At the final fence Jockey Smithwick 
had gotten a tiring Sun Shower within 
a length and a half of the leader, but 
Jockey Adams sat down on Extra Points, 
applied his stick several times and the 
gelding responded and was moving away 
at the finish. ; 

The Mast which had been far back 
for the first 114 miles, moved up steadily 
in the last stages, but could not get with- 
in range of the top ones. 

The week’s concluding steeplechase 
feature brought out a bumper field of 12 
hurdlers in a $14,000 claiming affair, 
with the winner turning up in Kwango, 
which has played hop-scotch between 
chasing and flat racing. The 6-year-old 
bay son of Okapi—Miss Bess, by Coven- 
try, owned and trained by Kay Jensen 
(conditioner of the Apheim Stables) was 
making his first outing of the year over 
jumps, having started once this season 
on the flat at 6 furlongs in $3,500 claim- 
ing company and finished far out of it. 

This claiming hurdler event however, 
was an entirely different story, for soon 
after the start Kwango moved up to dis- 
place Straight Argo for the lead and 
continued to cut out the pace. Once in- 
side the stretch, he repulsed a drive 
from Billing Bear (half-brother to the 
stakes winners Tourist Index and Tourist 
List) to win by a length. The latter had 
worked his way forward from next to 
last at the first jump, and by the 9th 
was a half-length off the leader. At the 
wire, Billing Bear was a half-length to 
the good of *Cottage Flame, which in his 
first start on the “Big Apple”, was clos- 
ing on the lead pair as they went under 
the wire. 

The people’s choice *Roll Call II was 
prominent early in the race but was un- 
able to menace in the final stages.

his lead to about half a length, and with 
less than 75 yards to go, Par Amour 
looked like the winner. Then Foot gave 
his mount everything he had, and the 
game little horse responded, and before 
McDonald could reach for his whip again 
the wire had been reached and Sea Term 
won by a head. Third money in this 
mile and three quarter hurdle went to 
Ancestor, but he was no threat to the 
first two after running well up for most 
of the way. This race brought to the post 
two more French Syndicate horses, San- 
ford Stud Farm’s Templier, and Gamelle, 
belonging to the partnership of Masters 
and Du Breil. While not too much was ex- 
pected of the mare Gamelle, the Sanford 
stable looked for a good race from Temp- 
lier. Both ran rather disappointingly 
and were out of the money. 

Jockey McDonald did have better luck 
earlier in the week when he guided Isa- 
dore Bieber’s Semper Eadem home to 
his third victory at the Belmont meeting. 
In a 2 mile chase designed for claimers 
and for horses which have not won last 
year or this other than hunt meeting, ten 
horses were sent postward. The entry 
of Patrol and Monkey Wrench were well 
played favorites at little less than 2-1, 
but Patrol, which was expected to do 
well, jumped poorly at several of his 
fences early in the race and surrendered 
his lead to Marshland 2nd on the upper 
turn. Down the far side the last time, the 
12-year-old jumper from the Stoneybrook 
Stables of Mickey Walsh held command

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NOBLE IMPULSE DEAD 

The breeding industry suffered a severe 
blow on Saturday, June 5th, when Justin 
Funkhouser’s fleet stakes winner, Noble 
Impulse reared up and fell over back- 
wards breaking his neck at the Funk- 
houser home, Pioneer Point, Centreville, 
Maryland. 

The 8-year- -old bay record breaking son 
of *Bull Dog—*Uvira II, Umidwar sent 
his first crop to the races this spring, 
and his first starter was also his first 
winner, the good filly Prompt Impulse. 

Noble Impulse was bred by the late 
Crispin Oglebay and carried that sports- 
man’s colors until sold to Mr. Funkhouser 
at Pimlico on November 11, 1949, when 
the Oglebay estate held its dispersal. 

During his racing career, the half-bro- 
ther to Colonel O’F. and General Staff, 
won 6 stakes and set two new track 
marks. One at 5% furlongs at Havre de 
Grace (in 1:04%5), and the other at 11% 
miles at Pimlico (in 1:42). His earnings 
were in excess of $85,000. 

In 1951 he was retired to O’Sullivan 
Farms at Charles Town, West Virginia 
and then in 1952 was moved to Pioneer 
Point, Centerville, Maryland, where the 
accident occurred.

The 1954 outdoor polo season in the 
New York metropolitan area finally got 
away from the wire on Sunday after- 
noon, May 30, as the Bethpage Polo Club 
turned back the Long Island Ramblers, 
9-5, at the State Park field, Farming- 
dale, L. I. 

Young Bill Whitehead, who learned his 
polo from his father, Lyman T. White- 
head, Jr., vice president of the Squad- 
ron A Polo Club and one of the more 
familiar figures in the game, set the 
scoring tempo for the Long Island match 
when he rapped through six goals to 
pace Bethpage to triumph. 

Whitehead counted twice and Billy 
Stoothoff got one to give Bethpage a 
3-0 advantage in the opening chukker. 
Then the winners stowed the game away 
with three-goal clusters in the 4th and 
5th periods. 

The Ramblers, riding with Arthur Nor- 
den, Arthur Kaye, Johnny Gayer and 
Fred Zeller, scored twice in the second 
period and trailed by 3-2 at intermission. 
Whitehead and Stoothoff rode with Geo- 
rge Kent and Walter Scanlon. Gayer and 
Zeller counted twice for the Ramblers. 

At this writing, polo had not begun 
as yet on a formal scale at the Meadow 
Brook Club in Westbury, L. I., and the 
Blind Brook Polo Club, Purchase, N. Y. 
However, both clubs are expected to get 
under way shortly. 





Many polo fans will sadly miss Bost- 
wick Field in Old Westbury, this year, 
since George H. (Pete) Bostwick’s famed 
greensward on Jericho Turnpike will no 
longer resound to the hoofbeats of top- 
flight ponies. 

Pete’s field was sold recently to realty 
interests. The move was a sad one for 
followers of the game, since Bostwick 
Field long had been a Sunday afternoon 
stopping off place for fans seeking high- 
goal polo. 

Bostwick had presented top polo to the 
fans since 1934. Some of the finest play- 
ers in the history of the game have rid- 
den at Bostwick Field. For instance, the 
top mallet-swingers included Tommy 
Hitchcock, Gerald Balding, John Hay 
(Jock) Whitney and Pete, who rode as 
the Greentree team. 

Then there were C. V. (Sonny) Whit- 
ney, Stewart Iglehart, Cecil Smith, Wins- 
ton F. C. Guest, the four Gerry Brothers, 
Ed, Henry, Bobby and Ebby, who form- 
ed the Aknusti side; Michael Phipps, 
Raymond Guest, Dunbar Bostwick, Cocie 
Rathborne, Jimmy Mills, Peter Grace, C. 
T. I. (Pat) Roark and Charles von Stade. 
Winston Guest’s Templeton team, Lad- 
die Sanford’s Hurricanes and Old West- 


bury were some of the other fine quar- 
tets that rode there. 

Also, the field has had some of the 
greatest of foreign teams. The British, 
Argentines, and the Mexicans have held 
forth at Bostwick Field. Also, there were 
East-West matches, in which such fine 
players as Eric Pedley and Elmer Boe- 
seke participated. It was Manuel An- 
drada, onetime Argentine great, who 
hung the tag, “Leetle Man, Beeg Bump,” 
on Bostwick. Pete will still see action 
at Meadow Brook, whose players next 
year will see action on the new fields to 
be constructed on acreage not too dis- 
tant from Bostwick Field. The move was 
necessitated when the time-honored Mea- 
dow Brook property was sold to make 
way for the new Thruway. Pete may be 
through as a player at Bostwick Field, 
but it’s a pretty safe bet the colorful 
player has a considerable amount of top 
polo left in him.

I am most interested in your cover re- 
production on the issue of May 21st of 
the four-in-hand Stallion Team, asI own 
a copy of this print. I bought it in about 
1930 from an ad in the Horse Re- 
view by Mr. F. W. Downey of Dobbs 
Ferry, N. Y., who had collected horse 
prints for years during the time they 
were being issued. He had led me to 
understand that the men in the wagon 
were Henry E. Huntington, Jay Gould, 
Russell Sage, and P. T. Barnum. Quite a 
difference to the four names given very 
definitely (and probably much more 
correctly) by Mrs. Gordon Cox. I am 
wondering whether there is another Cur- 
rier and Ives print showing the four men 
Mr. Downey named? The latter was an 
old man and one who knew prints and 
was personally acquainted with many of 
the old time horsemen.

Dear Sir: 

I was very surprised and pleased to 
seen the Currier and Ives print on the 
cover of the May 21st issue of The Chron- 
icle. Since we raise Morgan horses I 
couldn’t resist this opportunity to inform 
you that Superb and his three sons are 
Morgans, registered in volume 1 of the 
Morgan Horse Registry; pages 592 thr- 
ough 595. It is a well known print of the 
breed in the earlier days and was used 
on the cover of the December issue of 
The Morgan Horse Magazine in 1949. 

Superb was by Ethan Allen, by Black 
Hawk, by Sherman Morgan, by Justin 
Morgan, the progenitor of the Morgan 
breed. Superb, foaled in 1858; was bred 
by James F. Forest, Shorham, Vermont, 
and Mr. Timothy T. Jackson bought a 
half interest in him when 10 days old 
for $300.00. He was taken to Mr. Jack- 
son’s place in Duchess County, New York, 
when two years of age and kept there 
until 1879 when Mr. Frost repurchased 
the half interest in him for $1,000.00. 
The stallion died on his property at Chat- 
ham, New York, February 22, 1886. 

Mr. Frost also purchased Success in 
1871 and in 1875 Nightshade was owned 
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jointly by Messrs. Frost and Jackson. 
Black Diamond was bred by Samuel 
Thorne of Washington, New York, and 
his dam was also by Black Hawk. This 
information should explain the reason 
for Mr. Frost’s presence in the carriage. 
I am sure he had a very great personal 
interest in those Morgans. 

At State Fairs throughout New Eng- 
land Superb was awarded many premi- 
ums for the invariable uniformity of his 
get, so forcibly showing a reproduction 
of his particular color, style and disposi- 
tion. This four in hand stallion team 
won the admiration of all for their uni- 
formity of size, style and action and 
above all for their docility and fine dis- 
positions. 

It is understandable that the New 
England breed, the Morgan, is not well 
known in your hunting country but he 
is gaining in popularity every day be- 
cause he has the stamina and the will- 
ingness to do whatever is required of 
him as a hack or trail horse, a cowpony 
or even to being used in the hunting 
field by some people quite successfully. 
I have been told that some mares have 
been bred to Morgan stallions to obtain 
jumpers with quieter dispositions. 

Although my husband and I do not do 
any jumping we are interested in all 
breeds and we look forward to reading 
The Chronicle every week from cover 
to cover. It is an excellent magazine.

Artist Jean Bowman 
Does Study In Oil 
Of Wacker’s Jubling 


Bids rattled within the confines of the 
Keeneland Sales pavilion back on the 
afternoon of July 27th, 1949, while Hip 
#353, a bay filly with a star, held the 
center of attention in the ring. The filly 
about to be sold was the only Snark year- 
ling in the ’49 sales, and a daughter of a 
winning half-sister to the stakes winners 
Compliance and Bob’s Boy. After a 
moment’s break in the commotion, the 
gavel fell heavily at $4,400, and Charles 
H. Wacker III was the new owner of this 
attractive filly. 

Mr. Wacker named the filly Jubling 
and placed her in the hands of Trainer 
J. S. Skirvin, who put the filly under 
silks for the first time on September 
15th, 1951 at Aqueduct. 

The outing, aside from being Jubling’s 
first start, was especially noteworthy by 
the manner in which she won. The Snark 
filly was away from the gate fastest, and 
easily increased her lead to 5 lengths in 
the run down to the wire. 

Twelve days later at Belmont Park 
over the same distance, she met allow-

ance fillies and outsprinted her opposi- 
tion to win her second straight, by a 
length’s margin. Then on October 8th 
at the same course, she added another 
link to her win chain by whipping the 
same class fillies at 6 furlongs. Taking 
the lead shortly after the break, the dau- 
ghter of the record-breaking Snark went 
on to win unmolested, by 4'% lengths. 

The following season, 1952, Jubling 
was a non-winner, although she was 
never unplaced in 5 starts, with 2 2nds 
and 3 4ths. Her best effort of the year 
(and perhaps of her entire career), came 
in The Prioress Stakes in which she was 
2nd to Landmark by a neck, after losing 
considerable ground on entering the 
stretch. She also was 4th in the Betsy 
Ross Stakes, in which she was a victim 
of bad racing luck. 

At 4, Jubling was a winner of the Do- 
lores Purse in which she alternated in 
setting and pressing the pace with the 
stakes filly Recover, then when put to 
pressure rapidly drew away in the drive 
to win confortably by 5 lengths. 

In this picture the artist has handled 
with marked success one of the most 
difficult of equestrian subjects—the por- 
trait of a race horse in the paddock. The 
problem is to make the horse stand out 
against the inescapable rows of specta- 
tors crowding for a look. The scene is 
the paddock at Belmont Park, Long Is- 
land, showing three planes of light— 
the horse in the foreground, the specta- 
tors in the middle distance, and the bal- 
conies of the grandstand in the back- 
ground. Ted Atkinson is the jockey. 

Miss Bowman has worked out her val- 
ues with great skill, producing a most 
satisfactory portrait and work of art.
